Hebrocks plan to bring new life to the Kentuckian

If all goes as planned, the movie 
theater in Liberty will reopen in 
early fall. 

The Liberty City Council has 
agreed to lease the old Kentuckian 
property on Hustonville Street to 
Liberty residents Laura and Tracy 
Hebrock, who plan to renovate it 
for both movies and production 
plays. 

“We are thrilled that Liberty 
is going to have a theater back in 
town,” said Mayor Steve Sweeney. 
“We know Laura and Tracy are go¬ 
ing to do a great job with it.” 

The Hebrocks are leasing the the¬ 
ater from the city for $1 per month 
with an option to buy at the cost 
the city paid for the property — 
$140,000 —in May 2006. 

Laura hopes the theater can be 
open by Apple Festival, which is 
Sept. 20-22. 

“We’re just trying to make it so 
we can get it open, make it look 
nice and so people can enjoy seeing 
a movie again without driving 45 
minutes,” she said. 

The Hebrocks have a lot of work 
cut out for them, but since they’re 
keeping it a theater, some major 
things are already taken care of. The 
floor is already sloped and the seat¬ 
ing area and aisles are marked. 


“Your shell is there,” Laura said. 

The Kentuckian opened in 1950 
and was owned by Charles and Lil¬ 
lian Brown, owners of the former 
Brown Motel, now The Bedford 
Inn. The Browns were partners with 
Ralph Cundiff and John Weddle 
in the theater and the Green River 
Drive-in. 

The Kentuckian operated as a 
movie theater for 25-30 years, said 
Doug Brown, son of Charles and 
Lillian. It seated 690 and was stand¬ 
ing room only for midnight show¬ 
ings on the weekends, Lillian said. 

As for a name for the new theater, 
Laura said “The Lights of Liberty” 
is the one that she prefers so far. 

The Hebrocks plan for the theater 
to seat around 400 with additional 
seating in the new balcony, which 
will replace the old projection 
room. 

The Hebrocks want to show cur¬ 
rent movies with the possibility of 
older movies during the week for 
seniors. 

“Then on Thursday, Friday, Sat¬ 
urday have your big time movies,” 
Laura said. “Maybe do a matinee 
on Sunday for kids’ movies or we 
could even do those during the week 
in the summer time,” she said. 

For plays, a 24-by-24 foot stage 
will be built behind the movie 
screen with a sound room off to the 
left. 


pageants and school plays, she 
said. 

Laura wants to design the three 
large rooms above and behind the 
stage area as dressing rooms. 

“I’m just so excited about them 
because I didn’t really think we were 
going to have anything like that. I 
thought (the backstage area) was 
going to be small, but with that up 
there it just makes the whole thing 
work even better,” Laura said. 

There will be ticket booths in¬ 
side and outside the building with 
a concession stand and restrooms. 
Old photos of the Kentuckian will 
decorate the lobby. 

However, before any work can 
begin, the Hebrocks will meet with 
an architect to update plans the city 
had drawn up in 2009. 

Everything has to go through the 
state to be approved because of the 
seating capacity. 

Another concern Laura had was 
parking, but after looking behind 
the building, there’s plenty of space 
to park, she said. 

Sweeney thinks the theater will 
bring more people downtown. 

“We hope it provides a lot of 
great experiences for kids in town 
like the old Kentuckian did when 
Lillian and her husband, Charles, 
used to operate it,” Sweeney said. 

“I’m thrilled they want to keep 
it a theater,” Lillian said. “I hope it 
works out for them.” 


Fireworks to fly over ag/expo center on July 4

tures, Sweeney said. 

The mornings’ events kick off at 8 
a.m. with the Liberty Bell 5K Run/ 
Walk at Courthouse Square. 

Pre-race registration starts at 7:15 
a.m. Full details and a registration 
form can be found at www.liber- 
tykentucky.org. 

Two events start at 9 a.m., with 
a Fourth of July Kids Parade going 
from Liberty Elementary to Court¬ 
house Square. 

Also, there will be the Most Patri¬ 
otic Parade Entry Contest which can 
be a bike, wagon, etc. 

And, until 1 p.m., the Downtown 
Celebration will feature vendor 
booths, music, cotton candy, sno- 
cones, com toss, balloons, and side¬ 
walk chalk, among others. 

For the big eaters, three eating 
contests will be on tap in downtown 
Liberty with a watermelon contest 
at 10 a.m., an ice cream contest at 
10:30 and a hot dog eating contest 
at noon.

Big Wheel and Bicycle race.

City Council 
pledges 
$250K for 
new college

The Liberty City Council adopted a resolution 
committing $250,000 toward the completion of 
the Casey County Community and Education 
Center project. 

The city matched the amount given by Casey 
County Fiscal Court for the proposed college in 
downtown Liberty on June 20. However, both 
pledges are contingent upon “the acquisition of all 
funding needed” for the college. 

“I think we are moving in the right direction,” 
said Mayor Steve Sweeney. “I think (the college) 
is going to be one of, if not, the most significant 
things that we will accomplish for the city and the 
county.” 

The council also gave first reading to the budget 
Wednesday and second reading and passage on 
Thursday at special-called meetings. 

The council adopted a budget of $4.4 million 
for fiscal year 2012-2013, down from the current 
$4.6 million enacted budget that ends June 30. 

“This (upcoming) year’s budget is very similar 
to last year’s budget other than that we anticipate 
some increased revenue because we’ve increased 
our rates on utilities to some extent,” Sweeney 
said. 

In the new budget, about $885,949 will oper¬ 
ate the city, while $2.1 million is alloted for the 
water and sewer fund, and about $955,000 in the 
gas fund. 

“Last year was a particularly bad year for us 
revenue-wise because of the extremely warm 
winter,” he said. “Our revenue from gas was way 
down last year. We’re hoping for a little cooler 
weather this year.”

Man indicted 
for multiple 
sex crimes

A Liberty man was indicted by a Casey 
County Grand Jury on Friday on 34 counts of 
various sexual crimes against three mentally 
handicapped adult females. 

Michael E. Burt, 62, of 506 Ridgefield 
Drive, Liberty, was arrested on June 6 at 
4:18 p.m. at his home by KSP Trooper Ricky 
Brooks and charged with 10 counts of third- 
degree rape and 20 counts of third-degree 
sodomy, court records show. 

Since the initial arrest, Burt has been 
charged with four counts of second-degree 
sexual abuse involving two other women, the 
indictment states. 

The new charges allege that Burt subjected 
each of the two women to sexual contact on at 
least two separate occasions. 

Further, the indictment states that the three 
women were incapable of giving consent to 
the alleged sex acts because they are “men¬ 
tally retarded.” 

On June 6, Brooks was acting on a com¬ 
plaint from the Green County Department of 
Social Services office that someone fondled 
mental retardation residents at the Galilean 
Home. 

After interviewing three residents at the 
home, one admitted to having sex with Burt 
multiple times, court records show. 

Burt then admitted to Brooks having what 
he said was “consensual sex” with an adult 
female — a resident at the Galilean Home — 
more than 10 times from June 2011 to May 
2012 . 

However, the indictment states that the al¬ 
leged acts happened between September and 
2011 and May 2012. 

Burt, who had been employed at the Gali¬ 
lean Home in Casey County for 22 years, was 
fired in May for making inappropriate re¬ 
marks to female residents at the home. 

Galilean Home founder and director Jerry 
Tucker told The Casey County News that the 
victim was one of his adopted daughters who 
is now in her mid-30s but who has the mental 
capability a 7-year-old. 

Burt, who’s being held in the Casey County 
Detention Center on a $100,000 cash bond, 
declined an interview request from The Casey 
County News. 

As of Monday, no court date has been set 
for Burt.

Fire hydrant 
needed 

Since opening for business in 2009 on East Ky. 70, 
Bluegrass Shavings has suffered through three fires, the 
most recent one occurring last week. 

Thankfully, no one was hurt and although the damage 
was minor, it’s another loss to the company. 

Dealing with a highly combustible material such as 
wood shavings, it would only seem logical that there be a 
fire hydrant on the property. 

The Liberty-Casey County Economic Development 
Authority has invested heavily in this business with loans 
to the Hoskins to the tune of about $1.5 million.

With 50 jobs on the line in this expanding business, it is 
critical that this industry be able to operate with as many 
safety measures in place as possible. Hence, it’s time for 
either the city or county to run a water line to the property 
and install a hydrant. 

The cost would be reasonable and local firefighters 
wouldn’t have to wait for tanker trucks to arrive before 
replenishing their water supply. 

If the EDA is willing to take a gamble on Bluegrass 
Shavings by loaning money, then our local government 
should do everything it can to support and strengthen an 
industry creating new jobs in Casey County.

One of my favorite writ¬ 
ers is Mitch Albom with the 
Detroit Free Press newspa¬ 
per. Albom also wrote the 
bestselling book “Tuesdays 
with Morrie” and “the five 
people you meet in heaven,” 
among others.

She nods. She goes to 
press a button. 

“Did you say The Aveng¬ 
ers’?” she asks. 

The Starbucks fellow 
smiles. 

“How can I help you?” 

“Medium coffee, room 
for cream.” 

He fills a cup. He stares 
at it. 

“Do you want room for 
cream?” he asks. 

Is it just me? Or does no 



one in the service business 
listen the first time you 
speak? It seems that any 
transaction now requires at 
least one repeat. Sometimes 
two. Sometimes the person 
actually walks away, then 
comes back and says, “Did 
you say rye toast or sour¬ 
dough?” 

And you say, “Wheat.” 

“Right. Wheat.” 

It is not occasional. It 
is not coincidental. And I 
know it’s not volume, be¬ 
cause I have been accused 
of having a voice that can be 
heard across a football field. 
But I still get asked, “Me¬ 
dium or large?” 

Twice. 

It’s as if people behind the 
counters are on some kind 
of autopilot. Their bodies 
move, their teeth smile, they 
recite the right lines. 

But they are a thousand 
miles away. 

“What size shoe do you 
wear?” he asks.

“Yes, thanks.” 

“What size?” 

“Uh... 9?” 


“Nine it is,” he says. 

“That comes with salad or 
coleslaw,” she says. 

“Coleslaw,” I say. 

“And to drink?” 

“Just water.” 

She looks at her pad. 

“Did you say salad or 
coleslaw?” 

“I need a repairman,” I 
say into the phone. 

“OK,” says the voice. “We 
have Tuesday or Thursday.” 

“Tuesday is better.” 

“Before noon or after?” 

“Before would be better.” 

“All right. Before noon on 
Thursday.” 

“Tuesday.” 

“You want Tuesday 
now?” 

I blame TV. I blame video 
games. I blame the mindless 
blare that our kids have been 
weaned on, noise, explo¬ 
sions, blasting music, 100 
images a minute. No won¬ 
der we can’t stay focused 
long enough to remember 
soup or salad.

Would the 
fact that no one would be left to 
tell your story \ how you lived 
and how you died \ make any 
difference in how you spent 
your remaining time on earth? 

That fs essentially the ques¬ 
tion film director Lorene Sca- 
faria poses in the film released 
last week, gSeeking a Friend 
for the End of the World, h 
starring Steve Carrell as Dodge 
and his downstairs neighbor, 
Penny (Keira Knightly). 

I recall as a child, age 5 or 6, 
watching as my Grandmother 
Moore, then somewhere in 



the eighth decade of her life, 
struggling to put on her shoes. 
For some reason, she paused 
between gasps, looked straight 
at me with those deep-set eyes, 
and told me that the end was 
surely nigh. Not knowing if 
she meant her end or The End, 
I was afraid to say anything, 
but it was the first time I had 
ever thought of The End or its 
possibility.

A new district conservation 
officer has begun working in 
the Liberty office. And, not 
only is she new to the office, 
she’s also new to Kentucky. 

Wendy Falia, 29, a native of 
Wisconsin, has worked with 
the Natural Resources Conser¬ 
vation Service with the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture in 
Wisconsin since 2004. She 
replaces Richard Davis, who 
retired in December. 

A graduate of the University 
of Wisconsin at River Falls 
with a degree in conserva¬ 


tion, Falia served as a natural 
resources technician and soil 
conservationist before coming 
to Liberty. 

Falia 
said that 
working 
in Liberty 
is much 
like where 
she was 
raised in 
northern 
Wiscon¬ 
sin. 

Falia’s apprecia- tion for the 
outdoors came from her father 
who was a soil scientist for 36 
years with the NRCS. 


The story of how Falia came 
to work in Kentucky goes back 
about 15 years. 

“When I was around 14, 
we came through central Ken¬ 
tucky and stopped at Mam¬ 
moth Cave. I liked it here and 
I’ve always loved horses,” she 
said. 

Falia’s duties include updat¬ 
ing conservation plans con¬ 
cerning crop fields or pasture 
and things such as prescribed 
grazing and erosion control. 

“We want to make sure 
landowners have a plan in 
place to be in compliance with 
USDA cost-share programs,” 
Falia said.

The budget includes 
$972,875 in general fund rev¬ 
enues, up from $926,025. 

In other funds, the revenues 
are $109,000 for MAP Fund, 
which includes $75,000 to be 
used on roads before Nov. 30 
(see other business); $5,550 for 
the Glenwood Cemetery fund; 
$2.1 million for water and 
sewer fund; $955,000 in the 
gas fund; and $360,350 for the 
garbage fund. 

In city appropriations, 
$291,583 is set aside for gen¬ 
eral government; $399,456 for 
the Liberty Police Department; 
$112,110 for the Liberty Fire 
Department; and $75,800 for 
streets and public works. 

In general government, the 
largest allocations are $61,800 
for salaries and wages, the 
same as last year. 

Parks and recreation will re¬ 
ceive $30,000. 

The council salaiy account 
received an increase of $7,200, 
bringing it to $21,600. In May 
2010, the council voted to 
double the salary from $200 
a month to $400 to take effect 
January 2011, but they missed 
the deadline by six days, said 
Sharleen Rodgers, city clerk. 
The raise had to wait until af¬ 
ter the next election, which will 
take place this November. 

“So it’ll be January when 
they get their increase, so only 
half a year’s increase is reflect¬ 
ed,” Sweeney said. 

Some of the largest ex¬ 
penditures in the city police 
department’s appropriations 
is $226,600 for salaries and 
wages; $17,000 for insurance; 
$31,500 in health insurance; 
$15,500 in police incentive pay 
$39,140 in retirement; $18,000 
for motor fuel; and $8,000 in 


maintenance and repairs. The 
police budget is the same as 
last year. 

For the fire department, the 
largest allocation is $26,860 
for payment on the city’s new¬ 
est fire tmck. For FY2011, the 
largest allocation was fire calls 
at $38,625. In the new budget, 
fire calls are set for $25,000. 
The actual amount used was 
around $20,000. The fire 
chief’s salary is $14,400, while 
insurance for the department 
totals $55,200 and utilities ac¬ 
count for $8,400. 

For streets and public works, 
a cost of $50,000 is budgeted 
for utilities street lights, an in¬ 
crease of $2,000 from last year 
due to an increase in KU rates, 
Sweeney said. 

Designated separately, street 
signs replacements are budget¬ 
ed for $10,000 and $6,000 is 
included for parts, supplies and 
equipment. Another $4,000 is 
included for the department’s 
motor fuel. 

The council also approved 
the amended budget for FY12, 
to balance the current year’s 
budget. 

The amendment left the city 
with estimated fund balances 
of $316,123 in the general fund 
and $70,760 in the cemetery 
fund. 

In other business, the coun¬ 
cil: 

-Agreed to lease the Ken¬ 
tuckian theater property to 
Laura and Tracy Hebrock at $1 
per month for a year with the 
option to buy at the cost the city 
paid for it, $140,000, in May 
2006. 

-Adopted and approved the 
execution of a resolution for a 
Municipal Aid Co-Op Program 
contract between the city and 
Commonwealth beginning 


July 1. It is something the city 
does every year, Sweeney said. 

-Approved proposals to pave 
Trammel Street, Adams Street 
and the southern half of Whipp 
Avenue. Proposals - each under 
$20,000 - were submitted by 
Hinkel Contracting Company, 
LLC, in Burnside. 

“We have some money that 
we need to spend - $75,000 on 
blacktopping,” Sweeney said. 
“We’ll be reimbursed for that. 
If we don’t spend those funds 
we’ll lose them at the end of 
the year.” 

The council is working on 
getting a proposal to widen the 
bridge on Whipp Ave. 

“We are going to widen the 
bridge on the northern half, 
so we don’t want to go ahead 
and lay asphalt and then have 
to tear it back out,” Sweeney 
said. “That’s why we are going 
with the southern half first.” 

-Approved the proposal 
to pave Memorial Gardens 
Cemetery - across from Casey 
County Middle School. The 
proposal from Hinkel was 
for $18,694. The cemetery 
is not part of the $75,000 but 
needs to be blacktopped badly, 
Sweeney said. Funds for the 
project will come from the 
general budget. 

Mayor's Report 

Sweeney said there has 
been a two-week delay on 
the constmction of the new 
500,000-gallon water tank on 
Water Tower Hill. Constmc¬ 
tion is expected to start around 
June 28. 

Sweeney said the council 
may need to consider putting 
up cameras on the walking 
trail in the future. 

“It’ll be expensive no doubt, 
but we’re just having a lot of 
vandalism on the walking

Frankfort Focus 


A look at Kentucky's history in the auto industry 


Kentucky has long been a 
major player in the automo¬ 
tive industry, but few know 
that this relationship is fast 
approaching its 100th anni¬ 
versary. 

It all began in 1913, when 
Henry Ford’s fledging com¬ 
pany set up an assembly 
operation on South Third 
Street in Louisville. Seven¬ 
teen people worked there, 
including the on-site sales 
team, and they churned out 
12 vehicles a day while be¬ 
ing paid about eight cents an 
hour. 

Production grew steadily, 
and in early 1925, what is 
widely considered the coun¬ 
try’s first modern assembly 
plant opened its doors on a 
22-acre site on the outskirts 
of town. It was designed for 
1,000 employees, and could 
produce 400 Model T’s - 
and then Model A’s - daily. 

That facility was replaced 
in the 1950s, and in 1969, 
the company added a sec¬ 
ond assembly plant on the 
eastern side of Jefferson 
County. 

A dozen years later, Gen¬ 
eral Motors became the sec¬ 
ond major auto company 
to set up shop in Kentucky 
when it moved production of 
its iconic Corvette to Bowl¬ 
ing Green, the only place in 
the world where it is built. 

Kentucky’s fourth assem¬ 
bly plant arrived at the end 
of the 1980s, when Toyota 
constructed what is now its 
largest North American fac¬ 
tory and its second-largest 



overall. 


Together, these three 
car companies have made 
Kentucky one of the lead¬ 
ing states in auto produc¬ 
tion. In any given year, we 
rank from third to fifth in 
the number of light cars and 
trucks rolling off the line. 
Last year, that total reached 
640,000. 

In addition to quantity, our 
auto workers excel at qual¬ 
ity too. The Toyota Camry 
made in Georgetown has 
been the best-selling car for 
14 out of the last 15 years, 
for example, and the Ford 
F-Series trucks that Lou¬ 
isville helps to make have 
been the best-selling vehicle 
for more than 30 years while 
the F-150 was named Motor 
Trend’s Truck of the Year in 
2011. The Corvette stands 
alone as well atop its luxury 
sports car category. 

In addition to the four as¬ 
sembly plants, Kentucky 
has become a key destina¬ 
tion of auto parts compa¬ 
nies as well, thanks to our 
top-notch workforce, inex¬ 
pensive electricity and the 
fact that the state is within a 
day’s drive of about half of 
the country’s 4,400 motor- 
vehicle related companies. 

Almost exactly 10 percent 
of those are in Kentucky,

and together, they employ 
nearly 69,000 people, which 
is a sixth of the state’s man¬ 
ufacturing workforce. 

Last year, nearly 80 au¬ 
to-related businesses an¬ 
nounced they would either 
expand or move here, cre¬ 
ating more than 5,400 new 
jobs and investing more 
than $1 billion. So far this 
year, industry investment is 
nearing $180 million, with 
an additional 530 jobs being 
added. 

The General Assembly is 
working to do what it can 
to add to these numbers. In 
2007, the legislature gave 
Ford an incentives package 
that is helping the company 
invest $1.2 billion in its two 
Louisville facilities and hire 
several thousand workers. 
The legislature extended 
that same offer this year 
to GM, Toyota and several 
large auto parts suppliers, if 
they are willing to take ma¬ 
jor steps to expand as well. 

A promising area where 
Kentucky is also playing a 
leading role is research into 
the batteries that will power 
our vehicles in the years 
ahead. A partnership be¬ 
tween the state, the Univer¬ 


sity of Kentucky, the Uni¬ 
versity of Louisville and a 
prominent federal lab based 
in Chicago began in 2009, 
and their research is housed 
in a $17 million, 43,000 sq. 
ft. facility opening this year. 
On a related note, Louisville 
has been a regular host of 
the annual conference of 
the National Alliance for 
Advanced Technology Bat¬ 
teries. 

Like most industries, 
those in auto production 
have faced some tough times 
in recent years, but there 
is strong evidence nation¬ 
ally that better days have re¬ 
turned. For states like Ken¬ 
tucky, that news could not 
come at a better time.

Three pounds of pot brings 
arrest of Danville woman 

BOYLE COUNTY —Aurelia D. Quarels, 
24, of Danville was arrested after local police 
officers and federal marshals found three 
pounds of marijuana in her apartment. The 
U.S. Marshals and Danville officers had gone 
to the apartment to arrest Quarels on several 
active Kentucky and Indiana warrants. When 
Quarels allegedly refused to answer, they 
broke open the door. 

When the officers entered the apartment 
they arrested Quarels and found at least three 
pounds of marijuana, a .45-caliber pistol and 
drug paraphernalia. Quarels was found in the 
bathroom where she was trying to destroy the 
marijuana. 

Quarels was charged with second offense 
trafficking in marijuana, possession of mari¬ 
juana, carrying a concealed deadly weapon, 
possession of drug paraphernalia and tam¬ 
pering with physical evidence. She was also 
charged with other violations not related to 
this case. 

Danville Assistant Police Chief Tom Bustle 
said he did not know why the U.S. Marshals 
were looking for Quarels and at that time they 
had not filed any federal charges against her. 

Quarels was being held in the Boyle Coun¬ 
ty Detention Center on a $16,000 cash bond. 

Lincoln and Garrard awarded 
$121,000 recycling grant 

LINCOLN COUNTY — Lincoln and 
Garrard counties’ sold waste program has 
been awarded a grant of more that $121,000 
to add new rural recycling drop-off points and 
offer a pair of household hazardous waste col¬ 
lection events. 

Chris Thomason, solid waste director, said 
the grant money will give rural residents easy 
access to recycling, which will help keep costs 
low for the counties by selling recyclable 
materials. He said their aim was to divert as 
many items as possible away from landfills. 

Thomason said a $24,379 grant from the 
state Division of Waste Management would 
allow the counties to hold a pair of household 
hazardous waste events in which residents 
can drop off items such as chemicals, fluo¬ 
rescent bulbs, mercury thermometers and ex¬ 
pired medications that shouldn’t be disposed 
of in normal trash. 

The recycling drop-off boxes will be lo¬ 
cated in McKinney and Moreland in Lincoln 
County and in Buckeye in Garrard County. 
They will increase the number of recycling 
drop-off boxes to 13 in both counties. They 
will accept bottles, paper, cans and card¬ 
board. 


Local factory to lay off 37 in July 

MARION COUNTY Joy Mining Ma 
chinery, a division of Joy Global, will be lay¬ 
ing off 37 employees at its factory in Leba¬ 
non. 

A press statement from Joy Global 
read, “Our customers are facing an un¬ 
stable market due to competition from 
natural gas suppliers, lower domestic de¬ 
mands of coal and decreasing coal prices.” 
Because of these factors, Joy Mining Ma¬ 
chinery will be “temporarily overstaffed” and 
layoffs will take place in July, according to 
the press statement. 

Joy Mining had 175 employees as of June 
4, which is when employees were informed 
that the layoffs would be coming. 

The positions that will be affected include 
specific numbers of electrician trainees, 
welders, material holders, motor associates, 
mechanics, mechanic trainees, motor winder 
trainees, painters, parts coordinators, and a 
production associate. 

Tom Lund, Marion County economic de¬ 
velopment director said that the jobs at Joy 


are among the better-paying factory posi¬ 
tions, so the layoffs will have an impact on 
the community. 

Somerset first in the state 
with compressed natural gas 

PULASKI COUNTY — The city of 
Somerset recently activated the first com¬ 
pressed natural gas dispenser in Kentucky for 
vehicles powered by natural gas. 

The single pole dispenser is currently being 
used to fuel a city vehicle, a recently acquired 
Honda Civic passenger car. A pump, such as 
those found in regular service stations, will 
soon be installed to fuel both city-owned and 
publicly-owned compressed natural gas ve¬ 
hicles. 

Somerset Mayor Eddie Girdler recently 
drove the city vehicle to Lexington and back 
for less than $5 worth of natural gas. 

City officials say they would save 75 to 
80 percent of the cost of fuel by switching to 
natural gas. The city has a fleet of about 75 
vehicles that use traditional fuel but they have 
ordered two Ford 250 trucks that bum com¬ 
pressed natural gas. Girdler said that vehicles 
bought after this will use natural gas. 

Some of the vehicles will have backup gas¬ 
oline engines until more compressed natural 
gas fueling stations are installed along inter¬ 
states. Girdler said he expects four or five such 
locations on area interstates by next year. 

Jamestown man indicted 

RUSSELL COUNTY — Christopher W. 
Allman, who was arrested last week for the 
alleged murder of Sarah Roberts Hart, has 
also been charged with fetal homicide and 
persistent felony offender in addition to the 
original charges of murder, first degree rob¬ 
bery, kidnapping and tampering with physical 
evidence. 

Hart, who was pregnant with her fourth 
child, was found dead after she was reported 
missing when she didn’t return from a morn¬ 
ing jog. 

According to a press release from the Ken¬ 
tucky State Police, the additional charges are 
the result of an indictment returned by the 
Russell County Grand Jury after a hearing on 
June 22. 

Murder victim's family 
sues Medco 

TAYLOR COUNTY — A civil suit has 
been filed against a Taylor County nursing 
home, alleging it failed to supervise a for¬ 
mer employee who has been charged with 
murdering her husband. 

Kathleen Wise of Campbellsville was in¬ 
dicted last July by a Taylor County grand 
jury and charged with the first-degree mur¬ 
der of her husband, Joseph Kenneth Wise. 
Wise allegedly admitted that she added 
liquid morphine to her husband’s drinking 
water June 7, 2011. 

Louisville attorney Paul Casi II filed a 
complaint on behalf of Greg Wise, who is 
serving as the administrator of Mr. Wise’s 
estate. 

Listed as defendants are several Exten- 
dicare Homes Inc. subsidiaries, includ¬ 
ing Medco Center of Campbellsville, and 
Karen Moore, who is a registered nurse and 
the director of nursing at Medco. Mrs. Wise 
was employed at Medco as a staff registered 
nurse and assistant director of nursing. 

The complaint states than on July 21,2011 
an audit was performed at Medco that con¬ 
cluded that morphine, which is a controlled 
drug, had not been properly destroyed at the 
facility. It also states that officials weren’t 
able to account properly for morphine that 
had been delivered to Medco. The com¬ 
plaint states that Mrs. Wise gave Mr. Wise 
the drugs that caused his death and that she 
got them while working at Medco. 

The complaint states that Medco was 
negligent in supervising Mrs. Wise, which 
was a substantial factor in her husband’s 
death. It also states that Medco failed to 
implement a record keeping system as to 
the receipt and disposition of controlled 
drugs and this negligence is how Mrs. Wise 
was able to access morphine to kill her hus¬ 
band. 

Moore, the complaint states, failed to su¬ 
pervise Mrs. Wise, which led to her access 
to morphine. 

Greg Wise is seeking punitive damages, 
compensation for Mr. Wise’s lost ability to 
earn money and compensation for funeral 
and burial costs and physical and mental 
pain and suffering. He has also requested 
a jury trial.

Independent Auditor’s Report 

We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities, the business-type activities, each major fund, and the 
aggregate remaining fund information of Casey County, Kentucky, as of and for the year ended June 30, 2011, which collectively comprise the 
County’s basic financial statements, as listed in the table of contents. These financial statements are the responsibility of the Casey County Fiscal 
Court. Our responsibility is to express opinions on these financial statements based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, the standards applicable to 
financial audits contained in Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit Guide for 
Fiscal Court Audits issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those standards require that we plan and perform 
the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, 
on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting 
principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe that 
our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinions. 

As described in Note I, Casey County, Kentucky, prepares its financial statements in accordance with the modified cash basis, which is a 
comprehensive basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 

In our opinion the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the respective financial position of the 
governmental activities, the business-type activities, each major fund, and the aggregate remaining fund information of Casey County. Kentucky, 
as of June 30, 2011, and the respective changes in financial position and cash flows, where applicable, thereof for the year then ended in 
conformity with the basis of accounting described in Note I. 

The county has implemented Governmental Accounting Standards Board Statement 54 as it relates to the modified cash basis of accounting as 
described in Note 1, which has altered the format and content of the basic financial statements. 

The county has not presented the management’s discussion and analysis that the Governmental Accounting Standards Board (GASB) has 
determined is necessary to supplement, although not required to be part of, the basic financial statements. The budgetary comparison information 
is not a required part of the basic financial statements but is supplementary information required by GASB. We have applied certain limited 
procedures, which consisted principally of inquiries of management regarding the methods of measurement and presentation of the budgetary 
comparison information. However, we did not audit it and express no opinion on it. 

Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial statements that collectively comprise Casey County, Kentucky’s 
basic financial statements. The accompanying supplementary information, combining fund financial statements, is presented for purposes of 
additional analysis and is not a required part of the basic financial statements. The accompanying schedule of expenditures of federal awards is 
presented for purposes of additional analysis as required by U.S. Office of Management and Budget Circular A-133, Audits of States, Local 
Governments and Non-Profit Organizations , and is not a required part of the basic financial statements. The combining fund financial statements 
and the schedule of expenditures of federal awards have been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the basic financial 
statements and, in our opinion, are fairly stated in all material respects in relation to the basic financial statements taken as a whole. 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards , we have also issued our report dated May 11, 2012 on our consideration of Casey County, 
Kentucky’s internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations, contracts, and 
grant agreements and other matters. The purpose of that report is to describe the scope of our testing of internal control over financial reporting 
and compliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on the internal control over financial reporting or on compliance. 
That report is an integral part of an audit performed in accordance with Government Auditing Standards and should be considered in assessing 
the results of our audit.

Summer a good time to prepare for fall planting 


Establishing small plots of 
clover throughout your hunt¬ 
ing area can pay big dividends 
during deer and wild turkey 
seasons. 

Summer is a good time to 
start preparations for an initial 
planting in the fall. 

“If managed correctly, stands 
of clover can last for three to 
five years without re-seeding,” 
said Chris Grasch, a private 
lands biologist who works in 
the Bluegrass Region for the 
Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources. “Plots 
can be as small as l A- to V^-acre 
in size and should be located 
where there’s full sun at least 
part of the day.” 

Clover needs to be mowed 
periodically, at least once a year, 
and doesn’t thrive in shady ar¬ 
eas. This perennial cool-season 
legume helps increase soil fer¬ 
tility and provides an almost 
year-round source of high qual¬ 
ity forage for deer. Clover starts 
growing in the early spring and 
lasts until it is killed back by the 
heaviest frosts of late fall. 

The first step in this habitat 
improvement project is to find 
the right area to establish a plot 
and prepare the soil for plant¬ 
ing. 

Secluded woods openings 
are especially attractive to deer 
because they feel safe feeding 
there in the late afternoons, of¬ 
fering good opportunities for 
close shots. 

One option is to locate the 
plot at the edge of a field or 
existing opening that deer are 
already using. Make sure your 
tree stand or ground blind can 
be located within easy shooting 


range. 

A second option, which is 
especially important for bow 
hunting deer, is creating a wild¬ 
life opening between heavy 
cover, where deer are known to 
bed, and the travel routes they 
take through adjacent wood¬ 
lands. 

Pick a level spot with decent 
soil fertility. Old fields covered 
with weeds, bmsh or small 
trees can be cleared using hand 
tools, a chainsaw or mower. A 
tiller can also be used to pre¬ 
pare the area for planting. 

If the area is covered with 
fescue, Grasch recommends 
using herbicide to kill back the 
tall grass. 

“If the site already has some 
clover, there are herbicides 
available that will kill the fes¬ 
cue without harming the clo¬ 
ver,” he said. 

A chemical-free option is 
solarization, which uses the 
heat of the sun to kill the grass, 
vegetation or weed seeds in the 
soil. On a sunny summer day, 
place sheets of clear plastic on 
the ground and weigh them 
down with rocks on each cor¬ 
ner. The extreme heat that de¬ 
velops under the plastic will 
kill grass and weeds down to 
their roots in a few days. 

Conduct a soil test to mea¬ 
sure the nutrient levels — nitro¬ 
gen (N), phosphoms (P), and 
potassium (K) - and pH level 
(acidity) of the soil. Soil test 
kits are available at most farm 
stores. Follow directions care¬ 
fully. 

Consider using 10-10-10, a 
formulation commonly avail¬ 
able in 50-pound bags, if fertil-

izer needs to be added to your 
plot. Both fertilizer and agricul¬ 
tural lime are available in pellet 
form for easy application with 
a hand-crank spreader. 

Lime improves water pen¬ 
etration and the uptake of nutri¬ 
ents to plants growing in acidic 
soils. 

“If fertilizer needs to be add¬ 
ed to the site, I suggest cutting 
the amount in half from what is 
recommended for crop produc¬ 
tion,” said Grasch. “But don’t 
skimp on the amount of lime 
that is recommended; low pH 
is usually the issue with our 
soils.” 

Winter wheat is a good 
choice for an initial planting 
in the fall because it’s high 
protein, is easily digestible 
by wildlife and makes a good 
nurse crop for clover. It grows 
best when the soil has a pH of 
5.8 to 6.5. 

“Winter wheat should be 
planted from Aug. 15 to Oct. 
15 and you might try mixing in 


some clover seed,” said Grasch. 
“I recommend planting ladino 
(white) with some medium red 
clover.” 

Clover can also be planted 
the following year in February 
or early March. Seed can be 
spread on a cover of light snow, 
or in advance of light rain or 
snow. The freezing and thaw¬ 
ing action helps the seed move 
down into the soil so it can ger¬ 
minate and become established 
quickly.

KL: What I miss the most 
about high school ball is the 
girls and Coach (Randy) Sa¬ 
lyers, Stacy (Vanhoosier), 
and Coach (Darryl) Barlow. 
They were my family every 
year I was on the court and 
off it from middle school to 
high school... I miss them so 
much, nothing will ever re¬ 
place that bond. 

RH: How far into your 
basketball career at St. Cath¬ 
arine’s did your irregular 
heart condition become an 
issue? 

KL: In early November I 
started having dizzy spells 
and passing out. In high 
school I had a mild heart con¬ 
dition that just caused a little 
heart racing, but I never got 
to the point of blacking out. 
Within the next few months 
(at St. Catharine’s) about 
two times a week I was hav¬ 
ing the blackout spells where 
I would just completely pass 
out. 

RH: What did they diag¬ 
nose or find out about the 
black outs? 

KL: The doctors kept try¬ 
ing to figure out what was 
wrong with no answers. 
They cut me off sports af¬ 
ter months of tests. I wore a 
heart monitor for two months 
straight and was finally di¬ 
agnosed with AFib (atrial 
fibrillation) heart rhythms,

just about a month ago. So 
my dream of playing basket¬ 
ball is over. 

RH: How did the bad 
news affect your team at St. 
Catharine’s?

Basketball has been held 
at every Summer Olympic 
event since 1936 and the 
U.S. team has made it on 
the medal stands all but one 
year, 1980. In fact, we have 
only not been at the top of 
the stands holding gold four 
times. Most recently, we 
took third in the 2004 Athens 
Olympics. 

Ah, yes, so much constant 
excitement in the basketball 
world at this very moment; 
however, even amid the 
draft, the Heat’s title and the 
upcoming Olympic team, 
there is chatter of the past. 

Last week was the release 
of the documentary “The 
Dream Team,” featuring the 
1992 Olympic championship

Twenty 
years later and even those 
not around to experience the 
Dream Team know who they 
are.

I do believe, though: It was 
a lot more than skill on the 
court that immortalized the 
Dream Team for ages to 
come. 

Big personalities in ad¬ 
dition to skills made up the 
‘92 team, making them a full 
package deal when it comes 
to entertainment. Addition¬ 
ally, though, they were the 
heroes who won the Olym¬ 
pics after the U.S. had fallen 
to the Soviet Union in the 
semi-finals in 1988. 

Even more, they made up 
the first United States Olym¬ 
pic team composed of pro¬ 
fessional basketball players 
rather than amateurs only. 
They stepped into the global 
arena and dominated with 
40-point margin victories. 

Witnessing these amaz¬ 
ing athletes bring pride to 
our nation in such a brilliant 
way — Olympic gold — 
was a first. In 2010 the en¬ 
tire team was inducted to the 
basketball Hall of Fame (af¬ 
ter 10 of the guys had done 
it individually already). That 
goes to show what that team 
is and will always be in our 
nation’s eyes and hearts. 

I have to believe that 
despite what talent comes 
through the NBA, another 
Dream Team will require 
more than just a bucket of 
talent. I do not doubt that 
LeBron will live on long 
after his career. I am sure a 
number of the Olympic play¬ 
ers this year will eventually 
be in the Hall of Fame; but it 
will take something beyond 
individual talent coming to¬ 
gether for moment’s time to 
claim a title to ever go down 
in history as a team.

Our commitment is to provide our customers with a 
safe, clean, and reliable supply of drinking water. We want to assure that we will continue to monitor, improve, and protect the water system and deliver a high 
quality product. Water is the most indispensable product in every home and we ask everyone to be conservative and help us in our efforts to protect the water source 
and the water system. 

We gel water from 5 different sources, the City of liberty, who draws water from Lake liberty. The City of Russell Springs who gets water from Lake Cumberland 


processed by the City of Jamestown. The City of Campbellsvillc who draws water from Green River Lake. The Adair Co. Water District who draws water from 


Green River Lake. And a very small amount of water is purchased from the City of Eubank to supply customers in the Grove ridge area Eubank water comes from 


l^ake Cumberland via the City of Somerset. The greatest concern to source water contamination is the bridges and roadways surrounding the impoundments where 
our water comes from. The potential for contamination through accidental spills due to transportation accidents could have an immediate affect on source water 
quality.
